ITCH CONTAGIOUS. 

Mrs. H. M. writes: “I have the fitch. 
It comes in groups of little red pimples, 
then forms a blister. Have used several 
medicines on it, but it will heal and then 
come back. The itching is terrible. Can 
you answer in your column? I have sev- 
eral friends who have this, so it must be 
contagious. You would be doing a favor.” 


REPLY. 

There is such a disease as the fitch and it is 
contagious. It is due to the female itch 
mite. At bedtime take a hot bath. Scrub 
the infected parts with a towel and some 
yellow laundry soap. Dry the skin by vigor- 
ous rubbing. Rub sulphur ointment vigor- 
ously into the skin over the affected areas. 
Do this on Saturday night, Monday night, 
and Wednesday night, three applications. 
Put on fresh underwear after each applica- 
tion. Boil used while the itch 


is active.

BABY IS HUNGRY. 
Mrs. C. E. D. writes: “I have a baby 
girl almost 9 months old, and it seems 
that in spite of frequent breast feedings 
day and night she always appears 
hungry. Do you advise alternating the 
breast food with other? If so, what is 
a good diet, please? I give. her a 
zwieback or two each day with butter 
spread over it and she likes it. She 
has never had a day’s illness.” 


REPLY. 


Give her no food but breast, zwieback, and 
butter until after Oct. 1. When the weather 
gets cooler give her the breast twice a day 
and artificially feed her at the other feeding 
times. After Oct. 1 she can eat zwieback, 
cereals, orange and prune juice, vegetables 
chopped very fine, meat broths, and even 
very finely chopped meat, milk, and eggs. 
Begin the use of cow’s milk by using pas- 
teurized or boiled milk diluted with an equal 
quantity of water. After two weeks if all 
goes well change to milk, two parts; water, 
one part. Give the milk out of a cup.

For 
there is a sort of unwritten law at court, 
as strict as that of the Medes and Per- 
sians, providing that the ladies in wait- 
ing of a queen regnant and also of a 
queen consort shall always be British 
born and the daughters of peers of the 
realm. 

Thus when King Edward ascended the 
throne, his consort was obliged to dis- 
pense with the services of her Danish 
born lady in waiting, who had married 
the Swedish Duke of Otrante, a great 
grandson of Fouché, the minister of po- 
lice of the first Emperor Napoleon. 
Moreover, King Edward, in bestowing a 
peerage upon his private secretary, Lord 
Knollys, raised at the same time Lord 
Knollys’ only aster, Charlotte, to the 
rank of peer’s daughter, by special pat- 
ent, so as to enable her to remain in 
attendance on Queen Alexandra.

The kaiser overwhelmed Von Falken 
hayn with reproaches at a council of 
war held at the castle of Pless, which 
is where Emperor William usually 
makes his headquarters. Thanks to the 
personal intervention of the empress and 
of the crown prince, Falkenhayn was 
permitted to have one more try against 
Verdun. He solemnly undertook to se- 
cure possession of the stronghold within 
a fortnight, and also declared that, ow- 
ing to the immense strength of the 
heavy guns that he had concentrated 
there, the loss of life on the side of the 
Germans would be insignificant. Just 
the contrary has taken pace. The Ger- 
man loss of life before Verdun has been 
great, while Verdun is still untaken. 

From the moment of the failure of 
this last German attack in force upon 
Verdun Falkenhayn’s doom was sealed, 
and his disgrace merely a matter of 
time. It was precipitated by the entry 
of Roumania into the fray, for which 
he had made no provision. 

What this downfall of ; Von Falken- 
hayn means can only be appreciated by 
those who realize that he has been until 
now the directing brain of the entire 
armies of Germany and of her allies. 

Even Germany's national hero, Von 
Hindenburg, was obliged to defer to 
him, At is dificult, indeed, to convey 
idea of the absolu domination 
which he had acquired. Neither the 
chanceller nor any of the cabinet min- 
isters had any control over him. 

He used his position as such to keep 


away from the emperor’s side every, one 


whom he feared was likely to impair 
his influence. This it was easy for him 
to do by requesting the kaiser’s pres- 
ence for military purposes at some dis- 
tant point whenover he learned that ar- 
rangements had been made for the 
grant of an audience by the monarch to 
one of his adversaries. 
It has been claimed that Von Falken- 
hayn, who is a remarkable man, won his 
ascendancy over the kaiser by 


what methods he attained it, the spell 
was broken when Verdun remained un- 
captured.

Chicago, Sept. 6.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une.]—After the rush of school exam- 
inat'ons is over and I have done my 
bit” toward protecting the city of Chi- 
cago from an epidemic of contagious 
disease, permit me to express my per- 
sonal view and the view of thousands 
of the medical profession toward the 
health department for imposing such 
a duty on our already poorly paid class 
of men. : 

It seems that the health department 
is suffering from an attack of gallitis, 
uncomplicated when they ask the med- 
ical profession to do this work free of 
charge. Assuming that the health de- 
partment physicians examine 100,000 
children, then the family physicians 
vould have examined 400,000, and if 
the service was worth $1 each, it means 
that the great and wealthy city of 
Chicago is asking its medical men to 
donate $400,000 to the city, a sum 
greater than raised for the red cross 
society recently. . | 
Would there not be a howl if the 
courts should ask the legal brethren 
to donate that same amount in three 
days or any other class or profession 
or the city hal employés, for in- 
stance? ; 

How much better would it have been 
if the city had epproprieted $10.- 
000 for this work and have paid 1,000 
physicians, preferably the younger men, 
$10 each, and had it all done at the 
schools in ome or two days and not to 
pauperize the whole city? 

The Chicago Medical society leaders 
[7] have no right to speak for the 
medical profession nor has the health 
department any authority to say that 
physicians shall give up hours of their 
time and then not ask a fee for serv- 
ices.

Ae contained in the long confession of 
J. Maurice Pettit, made public last night 
| by the state's attorney’soffice. — 
The murder occurred on Aug. 31 in the 
fiet at 630 Barry avenue, and Pettit was 
subsequently caught near Detroit. 
The confession was obtained by Assist- 
ant State's Attorney Langtry. Pettit’s 
story is an intimation that his mother-in- 
law sowed in his weak mind the seeds of 
| suspicion that led to the murder. 


A Hint Upsets Him. ae 

In the confession to the state’s. attor- 
ney Pettit said that when he was mar- 
ried in the early summer he expected 
to live with his wife on a “spiritual 
plane.” Then he went on to say that 
bie mother-in-law had hinted to him 
that if he intended to continue on that 
theory, instead of a normal husband and 
wife relationship, his wife might seek the 
company of others. From that time on, 
though his wife was a good, pure woman, 
he had the “ attacks,” or jealous fits, in 
one of which he cut the throat of Ais 
wife and left her lying dead, while he 
fied from the house. 

Pettit also disclosed that be had 


sought to kill himself on the farm near 


Detroit, where he was captured, and 
where he hed obtained a yrezor belong- 
ing to a member of the family there, 
amd thet he yet hoped to end his lite 
so he could join his bride “ spiritually.” 
In his confession he said he never 
had one of the attacks of insanity or 
whatever uncontrollable feeling it wae 
that led him to kill his wife until after 
their marriage. This feeling was one 
that impelled him to kill her end him- 
eelf, he said. 

Details of Confession. — 
Pettit’'s answers and the questions put 
by the state's attorney were in part as 
follows: 

Q.—Did you have eny trouble with 
your wife shortly before her death? A. 
No, not to speak of. She was a good 
girl. 
Q.—Can’t you tell us what took place 
that afternoon? A.—I can't tell when 
I get these spells. 
Q.—You mean you are not physically 
able to say anything now. A —WNo,-I 
want to know—— Wen I get worked 
up to these spiritual spells, whatever 
going on, I don't know what I do. ' 
Q.—Were you insane that afternoon 
on that subject?
